best, appeared in 1793, generally. calied:Steeyens’s edi- 
tion. This_edition continued to be the substYatam of 
those ef Reed, in 1803 and 1818, each in fwenty-two vo- 
lumes oetavg, which must certainly be con:idered as the 
editie oplima of Shakspeare. 

Milton did not begifi to write Paradise Lust until ho | 
‘wis forty-seven. - He’ suld it for Ave pounds to Sainuel 
Simmons, Apri}.

“Dr, Bextley, the 
first editot of the Faraitise Lost, got one hundred guineas 
fox his edition. Dr. .Newion, the: next editor, got six 
thandréed and thirty pounds forthe Paradise Lost, and 
.one ‘hundred’ aid five: for the’ Regained. It :was aft ex- 
traordipary misjudgoient of the celebrated Waller, who 
-spgaks thne of. the first appearance of Paradise Lost : 
“The old-blind schoolmaster, John Milton, bath pub. 
lished a tedious poem on the fall of man; ifits crea 
be not a merit, it ha’ no other.” 5 

Pope's éonftact-with” Ligton was that he should re- 
ceive two hundred pounds for each Volume of the Iliad, 
besides all the copies for bis subscribers and for presents.
